We are free from the annoyances mot on a 
crowded steamer, and bave an abundance of 
room for dir and exercise. At tho samo timo it 
in not impossible to And something liko rotiro- 
ment, and moods for reading and study, 

Besides these in the cabin, we have on board 
the chief and second mates, and © crow of thirty 
men snd boys, Officers and mon are orderly, 
expert and handy; and I bave not heard n pro- 
fane word in tho cabin, nor a balfa dozon oaths 
out of it, since we left your shores. At tha table 
of the Oriental Hotel in San Francisco, I ovor- 
heard men swearmg several times during my so- 
jonen there. Those persons, I suppose, at tho 
Hotel, would be considered gentlemen y thero on 
the ship would yery likely be regarded as only—~ 
sailors; so strangely are terms misplaced, 

You have, doubtless, been informed how gaily 
our company left San Francisco, on tho 14th 
inst, amid flags and streamers, tho firing of 
cannon from ship and steamboat, tho farowells 
ofa brilliant and numerous assemblage of Jadics 
and gentlemen, repeated huzzas, tho waving of 
bannera, and the flattering of white handkor- 


| chiefa; and, it may be, tho fluttering of hearts 


also. All this demonstration was made chiefly, 
and fitly so, toward tho three worthy gentlemen 
beat known in ¢ mnestion with tho tour thus on- 
tered on; and the writor could claim bukn very 
moderate sharo in the regard thus shown—

But 
botter this than none atall, During tho 22d ond 
23d, wo bad calms or light aod baling winds, 
and mado no progres, Ona tho 28d, ono of tha 
boats was lowered awo «nd the passengera me 


ae themselves in sewing around tho ship,

obsorving her mojcstic appearance from a 
point of viow a fow rods distant, Bat blisters 
and perspiration soon convinecd them that o

and comfortsblo one to sail by, after the first 
hour. Nor hoa thero been any dtsponition ginco 
to try that gort of saling ovor again. 

On tho morning of tho sod a ship hovo in sight 


f astora of us, which, scon through tho glass, was 


gson ascertained to bo tho Flying Childers, tho 
samo that was nesr ng tho first two doys ont 
from San Francisco. Without any signals set, 
sho was known by the peculiar rig of hor foro- 
mast, known ag the Forbes mg. In the sftor- 
noon of the samo day sho was scen wo caught a 
fresh breozo for a while, and rou away from hor; 
and sho hns not showed herself sinco; and prob- 
ably will not coon be ın sight of as again, as pho 
does not touch nt tho Islands. Wo hovo scen no 
other sail than this since wo lost night of tho 


t shores of California. 


Binco tho dawn of tha udth of Juno wo havo 
modorato 
strength with tho oxcoption of a few hours. Wo 
have bad all our studding sails out, on ono sido, 
or both sides, and have gooo singing olong very 
pleasantly, on an oyen kecl—making from 150 to 
200 miles a day, 

Wo have mot a fow light montis como of 
thom accompanied by rom. Wo huve bad tivo 
days of fog, and sovoral cloudy days. About ono- 
half of the timo tho weather bas beon clear and 
warm, but not ao warm as to bo uncomfortable 
to such as had to undergo no physical labor, Tho 
thermometer hoo ranged from Gv to 77, Tho 
coolest days woro of courao tho firat threo; and 
since thoir termination the tomporaturo has beon 
gradually rising, It was on tho żath, at noon, 
that wo wore oxactly on tho tropic of Cancer; and, 
as tho oun had only just turned that point, tho 
soxtant gavo no pereoptiblo declination, and wo 
wero literally “under the sun.” During tho ro- 
mainder of our voyago wo aball follow nearly 
tho line of this tropie, inasmuch as Hongkong 15 
not for from tho Iatitnda of Honolulu. 

It was at 5 o'clock this morning that tho north- 
eastern point of Hawaticomoin sight. Then wo 
passed along in sight of Mani and Molokai, and 
come down through the passago botween Molo- 
kai and Oahu. Tho sight of land io pleasing al- 
ways to ote who has no claim to a * homo on tho 
rolling dcop.” And woare ina way to onjo; 
vory much these hours ashuro, These ara muc 
moro hmited than wo hoped they might be. We 
could not got in ns carly as wo wished, owing to 
tho dying away of tho wind, It was past noon 
befora wo could tako to tho boats, and bo rowed 
ashore, from à point outside of tho cntranco to 
tho harbor. | 

I need writo nothing about theso Islands, 
which aro so woll known to meat Californians. 
T-havo only to soy that wo oro in fine health and 
spirits; ond that wo send cordial geeotings to all 
our frionds.

Mormon Forgerics on the Govern- 
ment—Greeloy at Sait Lake City—The 
Pike’s Peak Mines—Overland Emi- 


gration, 

Caur Fron, July 18, 1859. 

To the Editor of the San Francisco Butletin: 
A most daring and cunmingly devised scheme, 
origmating in Sait Lake City, to defraud the 
Treasury of the United States, haa fortunately 
just been digcovored and nipped in the bud here. 
Two of the accomplices, with all tho requisite 
tools and materials for accomplishing this work, 
have been arrested and aro now in confinement, 
Both of them are Mormons, named MeKenzio 
and Brewer. The former, the engraver, was 
arrested in tha city, and the other here. The 
copper plate, skillfully executed, for printing m 
checka on the Assistant Treasurers at New Yor. 
and St. Louis, with all the tools, etc., are now in 
my possession., Most of them were found in the 
Tithing Ofiice of Brigham Young, President ot 
the Mormon Church; and when tho list of sll 
these materials, ote., 1s published, aa it will be, 
you will seo what facilities theso Saints possess 
for conntoriciting bank bills, drafts, ete, at 
pleasure. 

I sond you herowith, for tho inspection of tho 
cifizens of San Francisco, a specimen of tho 
counterfeit checke, in blank, several of which 
wore scized—some of them with my name and 
tho dato and place already copied ready to bo 
filled up for issue 

The intention was to have forged and put in 
circulation soveral hundred thousand dollars of 
these checks, and fifty thousand dollars worth of 
them were to have been sent for sale in Califor- 
nia, All of them woro to have beon oxact copies 
of the originals drawn by me, and henco their 
yory dangerous character. Wohaverenson now ta 
behave toot one for $367 65 was issued (and 
this one was immedistely detected in consequence 
of such information which had some time 
aincs been communicated to the Commanding 
Goneral and myself), and although only one waa 
actually put in circulation, everything was 
ready for & large issue of thom. 

Besides the two vitlains we havearrested, it is 
boliaved others ore implicated in this aflair, 
whom wo oro now endeavoring to identify, but 1 
fear with httle prospect of success; so cunningly 
aro thoy screened from tho oyo of the law.
